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WAS vother Day cafting 
my Eye over the Pretace to 
the Papers called Common 
Senfe, which have been col- 
lected together and lately 
publifhed in one Volume; 
and I own I was at fitita 
little furpriz'd to find that 
an Author, who is fo fond 
of being thought to have 
common Senfe, as to make it the Title of his Paper, 
fhould be fo abfolurely deftiture of it as to write fuch a 
Pretace. 

For it feem'd to me, that nothing but the want of 
Underftanding could make a Man be the Trumpeter 
of his own Praifes, and fpend fo many Pages, as thts 
Author has done, in applanding himfelf, and his own 

eat Merit and Abilities. 

For, if he is to be believed, he is not only the 
moft extraordinary Genius, and the moft accomplifh'd 
Writer, that this Age or Nation has produced, bur is 
likewife, in all other Refpects, a Perfon of the 
greateft Confequence and Diftinétion, 

While on the other Hand, according to him, 
none but the loweft Fools, the grearett ndrels, 
and the moft notorious Ideots, have writ for the Ad- 
miniftration ; as none but fach, in this worthy Gcn- 
tleman’s Opinion, could be prevailed on to imploy 
their Pens in fuch a Caufe. 

This is the Subfance of this excellent Preface, 
which, according to the Fafhion of fuch kind of 
Writings, the Author’s only Aim and Defign in 

writing feems to be to praife himfelf and abuie 
others, 

But I imagined that he would never be able to find 
his account in it; for I thoughe that there was no- 
body, tho’ ever fo much bigotted to a Party, but 
would he fhock’d to fee a Man fwell fo much out of 
all manner of Size and Proportion, with vain Glory 
and Self-Applanfe. 

But upon a litle Recolleétion I perceived myfelf 
miftaken, and that what I took for an Argument of 
his Weaknefs and Folly, was a certain Proof of his 
Senfe and Knowledge of the Worlt. 

For I had found by conftant Experience, that a 
Man who did not fpeak well of himfelf, would never 
be taken notice of by any body elfe ; and that in order 
to get into high Repute ahd Efteem with others, ir 
1 abfolutely neceflary to fay great Things of one’s- 
elf. 

For tho’ it may poffibly difguft and draw upon one 
the Contempr of fome four ill-natur'd Fellows, whofe 
good Opinion is not worth having, yet the Generality 
of People will be fo complaifant as to believe us, be- 
caufe when they are inclined to offer up the fame kind 
of Incenfe to themfelves, they expeét to be believed 
in their Turn. 

And therefore a Man may pafs for whatever he has 
a Mind to be thought, if ke wiil but put in his Claim 
and make his Pretenfions known 

For how many do we look upon as Perfons of great 





It was therefore highly neceffary for him to affume 
another Character, and to talk im a different Style; 
and he hasreally done both to fome Purpofe. 

He makes his Appearance on the Stage like an 
ancient Legiflator, that is come to reform the World, 
and to point out to us the Paths that lead to Truth and 
Virtue. 

_ He fets himfelf out for an Oracle of Wifdom, to 
inftru& his Countrymen in found Politicks and good 
Patriotifm. 

He talks fo much of his own Importance, of his 
untainted Integrity, and prodigious Talents, that one 
would take him for a Member of Parliament at leatt. 

And yet any one may eafily fee, that he cannot be a 
Member of Parliament neither, becaufe his Atten- 
dance on the Houfe would make it impoffible for him 
to take fo much Pains, and {pend fo much Time about 
the Good of the Publick. 

But if what he faysof himfelf was really true, it 
would be an extraerdinary Inftance of the Virtue of 
the prefent Times, that fo great a Manas he repre- 
fents himfelf to be, fhould by afide all other Avoca- 
tlohs to ferve his Country. 

And to ferve it in a way too, that of all others is 
the moft painful and the leaft rewarded. 

For there is an ill Fate hangs over all Writers, 
they are feldom regarded after the Work is done. 
‘They are fet in the Front in the Time of the 
Fight ; but after the Battle is over, ate turned back 
into the Rear. 


Thus they meet with many Wounds, but no 
Plunder. 


But virtue is its own Reward; he has that fage 
Maxim to comfort him. 

And Ariftides, Phoion, Cato, Brutus, and Caleb 
D’ Anvers, ior all that they did, and all that they fuf- 
fered fortheir Country, had no more. 

I muft admit however, chat Virtue is but a barren, 
unfruitful Soil ; but it is the Glory of great Patriots 
to cultivate and improve it. 

Thofe that would fhine with diftinguith’d Luftre 
in that Sphere, muft not grow tired with Difappoint- 
ments, or fink under Fatigues ; but muft exert Vigour 
and Spirit in proportion to the Obftacles and Dith- 
culties they meet with. 

A trie Patriot is regardlefs of Hardfhips; he will 
not go to Newmarket Kaces in Parliament Time, nor 
ever ftir out of the Houle till the Queftion is put. 

And tho’ his Conftitution is ever fo much batter’d 
and decay’d, he will never fail his Attendance at a 
Committee of Eleétions. 

But I don’t mention thefe things, as if I rhoughr 
the Author of Common Senfe oneed any Examples to 
qiticken his Zeal. 

I am fenfible he will purfue his Purpofe with fo 
much Courage and Refolution, thar he will write on, 
tho” he fhould not have one Reader left in the World. 

And he certainly is intirely difintered in what he 
does, becaufe it is impoflible to fuppofe that any 
thing can be got by fuch Writing. 

And what can any Patriot more eminently 


igure and Diflinétion, without any other Foun-_ diftinguifh’d by, than Zeal, Perfeverance and Difin- 


dation in Nature for it, than the Account they give 
us of themfelves ? 

Whoever heard that Thrafo was Brave, or that 
Cldius had publick Spirit, but from their own 
Mouths ? and yet who doubts either one or the 
other ? 

And is it nota very laudable Emulation in a poor 

uthot to imitate fuch illuftrious Examples ? 

If the Author of Common Senfe had told the real 

ruth in his Preface, and had tairly confeffed that 
he was a poor Man, that he wrote for Bread, and 
that he was in his Heart neither of one Side nor the 
other, but only hoped to pick up a {lender Subfiftence 
out of the Divifions of his Country ; would fo much 
Candour and Ingenuiry, think you, have befpoke the 
Favour of the Reader 2 

No certainly, quite the contrary; the Reader 
would have flung the Book into the Fire, or at the 

uthor’s Head perhaps if he had been prefent. 

And would have exclaimed againft him as the moft 
Wretched Scribler, and again his Work, as the mott 
“xecrable Staff that this Nation, as fruitful as it is in 

oks and Authors, ever produced. 

b In this manner would he have been Rewarded, 
ad he told the plain and naked Truth, and laid him- 
lf and his Circumftances open to the Reader.
